In answer to inquiries from 
our readers, The Upland News 
this week interviewed by tele- 
phone Dr. Merle Cosand, coun- 
ty health officer, regarding 
plans for future polio vaccine 
immunization programs in the 
Upland area and the availabil- 
ity of the Salk vaccine. " 


Dr. Cosand reported that fu- 
ture programs of immunization 
in this area will be in the ele- 
mentary and high schools, with 
no provisions being made for 
free immunization of adults. 
He recommended that adults 
not yet immunized with the 
series of three shots of polio 
vaccine do so immediately 
through their private physician. 


Schedule In Schools 


“We are just scratching to 
get enough vaccine to cover 
our schools,’’ Dr. Cosand said. 
He explained the schedule cf 
polio immunizations in the 
schools has been carried out 
during Nov., Dec. and Jan. 
and will continue into Febru- 
ary. 

This week immunization pro- 
grams were conducted in both 
the Upland High school and 
Upland Elementary school. 

As of this- month the pro- 
gram is restricted to children 
of school age, Dr. Cosand ‘re- 
ported.

Reading, Arithmetic, Language 


Elementary Students Above 
National Norm In Subjects 


Students of Upland Elemen-for each grade level group; arithmetic. and six months 


The average achievement 
tested was above the norm 
for the particular grade level 
for the school month when 
the test was given. The aver- 
age achievement of the grade 
levels tested ranged from one 
month to five months above 
the national norm. 

Classroom teachers admin- 
istered and scored the test, 
with Mr. Shattuck in charge 
of tabulating and summariz- 
ing test results on a district- 
wide basis. 

Above National Norm 


For the third grade, the Up- 
land students were five months 
advanced in reading over the 
national norm, four months 
ahead in arithmetic learning 
and five months ahead in 
language achievement. In 
grade four, the Upland stu- 
dents were above the national 
norm by six months in read- 
ing, one month in arithmetic 
‘and one month in language. 

Upland fifth graders were 
seven months ahead in read-

Editorials — 
Republican Outlook Dark 


It looks bad for the Republicans in this election 
year. If it isn’t going to be “bad” the trend must be 
changed at the outset. The national box score, as com- 
Piled by one observe, indicates that since 1953, the 
Republicans have lost 13 governorships and gained 
but two. The Democrats have made a net gain of con- 
trol of eight additional sicie legislative lower houses 
and a net gain oi control of eight state “upper” houses. 


The situation in Washington is about the same. 
Today, the division in the U. S. senate is 50 Democrats 
and 46 Republicans. Of 96 senate seats, 32 will be at 
stake in the 1958 elections. Of these 82 sects, 20 are 
held’by Republicans and 12 by Democrats, Six of the 
Democratic senate seats are in the deep south or in 
border states where election of a Republican is socially 
unacceptable. 


On the Republican side, of the 20 Senators up for 
reelection, five are retiring. In order to gain an even 
tie this year, the Republicans have to return candi- 
dates in all 20 Senatorial districts they now hold, find- 
ing five replacernents for current Senators and then 
take at least two Senate seats away from the Demo- 
crats. 


These are some of the factors which go to make 
up the odds favoring the Democrats in the 1958 elec- 
tions. The factors are very formidable.

“I bought the property and I didn’t realize I 
couldn't erect a duplex on it until I went to get my 
building permit.” 


This statement was expressed the other day in 
the office of tthe San Bernardino county planning com- 
mission. 

Hanging on a wall to the right of the visitor, who 
is quoted here, was a well-illustrated suggestion he 
should have read some time ago. “Investigate before 
you buy.” said the wall-card. Other advice was given 
to warn prospective buyers that zoning laws are on 
the records and that it is better to find out about their 
resrictions before a purchase, instead of later. 


The same situation experienced by the visitor in 
San Bernardino has algo been the lot of visitors to the 
Upland city engineering and building departments. If 
all prospective buyers had learned in advance instead 
of later, these experiences would not be recorded. 


In general, zoning and building restrictions are in 
effect to protect the general public and to guide the 
growth of a community. Some areas, in good planning, 
are saved for large lots and single family dwellings. 
In other areas, the lots are smaller. In some zones, 
multiple family dwellings and rear houses are permit- 
ted. Industry and business are permitted in some loca- 
tions and banned in others.
